ville on May 3, Maj. Gen. David C. 
Shanks, U.S.A., commanding 4th Corps 
Area, was escorted by Capts. J. A. Van 


Flect and L. W. Amis, U.S.A., of.the mil- 
itary staff of the university to a reception 
and luncheon given in honor of the gen- 
eral by the Gainesville sector of the Asso- 
ciation of the Army of ahe United States. 

In the course of an address on “The 
Training of Civilian Soldiers,” Gen. 
Shanks said that the government always 
will have to depend on its citizen soldiery, 
but it now recognizes that citizen soldiery 
must be trained in peace time, in order to 
take its place in war with the least possi- 
ble waste of life and time. He spoke in 
eloquent terms of the famous battles of 
our history fought and won by citizen sol- 
diery. Never was a more heroic charge 
made than Pickett’s at Gettysburg, or that 
at Chickamauga. He warned, however, 
we must remember that although they were 
citizen soldiers, they were veterans of two 
years of actual schooling in hard warfare. 

“Every youth is taught the heroism of 
Gettysburg and Palo Alto, but few know 
of the disgraceful defeats of Bull Run and 
Blandensburg, where 1,500 British put to 
flight 7,000 American militia, with Presi- 
ident and Congress ahead of them,” he cun- 
tinued, “after which they burned Washinz- 
ton. It was not their fault. They were 
untrained recruits. We want to correct 
that condition, and we will. Congress has 
cut appropriations so that the R.O.T.C. 
and C.M.T.C. work is carried only under 
great difficulty. Congress has not learned 
the lessons of the past, but with the peo- 
ple at large demanding adequate national 
defense we will have it.”

Aspects of the Problem 
of Rating Army Officers 


By Elbridge Colby, Capt., Inf., U.S.A., 
In THREE Parts.—Part I. 


N the Army itself, the problem of rat- 

ing officers has often come in for 

much criticism. We have all heard 
stories of personal predilections supposedly 
influencing ratings either favorably or un- 
favorably. We have heard of the C.O. 
who was “nuts on the booze question” and 
rigorously cut all persons addicted to the 
genteel fluids from old Nassau. We have 
heard of the C.O. who was an emphatic 
garrison soldier and with whom _ excep- 
tional promptness and correctness in pa- 
per work was the main standard of efii- 
ciency. ‘We have heard of the C.0O. who 
was “strong for athletics” and would 
“give the world and all” to a star baseball 
man or polo player. 

We have heard of the officer who went 
to Washington with worries on his mind, 
got a glimpse of his personnel file, and was 
told that it made no difference anyway, as 
those things were “all up and down,” and 
that it would not even make any differ- 
ence if his ratings were all “up” or all 
“down.” We have heard a multitude of 
rumors about them, most of them prob- 
ably unreliable. But we have also heard 
that the rating problem which arises in 
July, when each superior has to take in- 
ventory of his subordinates, is hard to 
handle and not necessarily accurate in re- 
sults. 

Nor have military men been the only 
critics of the kind of rating which we em- 
ploy in the Army. Objective facts may 
be measured objectively. The subjective 
factors have had to be measured subjec- 
tively, and the errors have been numerous, 
particularly errors due to individual vari- 
ations. 

The qualities which are attempted to be 
ascertained and evaluated are so vague, 
and may exist without evidence of their 
presence, or may show themselves in such 
various ways that it is to be doubted if 
correct ratings can be arrived at. 

Prof. Harold Rugg has recently re- 
marked that “even under carefully con- 
trolled conditions, it is practically impos- 
sible to secure ratings on point scale 
whieh are reliable estimates of character” 
and, after careful investigation and check- 
ing, that “the unordered—yes, the chaotic 
—character of the judgments appears, ir- 
respective of what traits are considered 
or of what kind of scales are compared.” 
He remarks further: 

“The evidence establishes the futility of 
obtaining any single ‘ratings’ on point 


scales of such dynamic qualities as ‘intelli- 
gence,’ ‘personal qualities,’ ‘general value

to the Service,’ ‘leadership,’ ‘physical 
qualities,’ ‘team work’ and the like.” 

Here is our situation in the Army.’ For 
compliance with sound military principles 
which require singleness of responsibility 
and conclusiveness of command, we make 
the superior officer the judge of his sub- 
ordinates. 

The committee method of doing busi- 
ness may be all very well for bank direc- 
tors and university trustees, but it makes 
for dangerous delay in Army circles. The 
commander may consult his staff for in- 
formation, conerete and definite informa- 
tion, and for nothing else. The opinions, 
the judgments, the decisions, are his and 
his alone. So we are thrust back upon the 
most dangerous type of all rating systems, 
that which is done by a single individual, 
for so it really is in the Army. 

Successive officers may rate the company 
lieutenant, but they do it successively and 
not independently. Their estimates are 
in the nature of remarks upon the ratings 
previously made, and are consequently in 
one way or another influenced by those 
ratings. Since our ratings are probably, 
then, of the “single rating” type, perhaps 
it might be well before the first of next 
July comes around to realize more exactly 
what and how great are the dangers we 
run. 

Twelve sales ranagers, each of them at 
the head of an exceptionally large force, 
were asked to make independent ratings of 
applicants for positions as salesmen. The 
manager-judges were all experienced at 
this sort of thing, did it constantly as a 
part of business routine, and each was 
more or less proud of his success as meas- 
ured by past results. The fifty-seven appli- 


.cants were granted five minute personal 


interviews with each of the manager- 
judges and asked to demonstrate their 
qualities as salesmen by attempting to 
make a sale. Each manager-judge at- 
tempted to arrange the applicants in or- 
der of merit. The results showed an 
amazing disparity in judgment. For in- 
stance, the applicant rated No. 1 by Judge 
XI and No. 2 by Judge VIII was rated 
No. 53 by Judge I and No. 57 by Judge 
In a paper which appeared under the 
title of “Is the Rating of Human Charac- 
ter Possible?” in the Journal of Educa- 
tional Psychology (November, 1921—Feb- 
ruary, 1922: xii, 425-438, 485-501; xiii, 
30-42, 81-98), Prof. Harold Rugg reports 
the results of a careful study of ratings 
under what might almost be called “‘ex- 
perimental” conditions, where every pos-

Air Flight 
Coast to Coast

Non-Stop Flight, Hempstead 
to San Diego, Calif. 





trans-continental non-stop flight to 
the Pacific, Lts. Oakley G. Kelly 


and John A. Macready, Air Ser., U.S.A., 
who, as told in this paper May 5, 


+ UCCESSFULLY completing their 


Hempstead, Long Island, N.Y., on 2; 
at 1.37 p.m., landed Army mon ne T- 
at Rockwell Field, San Diego, alif., at 
12.26.56 p.m. Pacific time, May 3, 


3.26.56 p.m., eastern time). 
: The official time announced by the ob- 
servers representing the National Aero- 
nautical Association and the Federation 
Aeronautique Internationale was given as 
26 hours 30 minutes 38 2-5 seconds. 

This remarkable flight is the greatest 
non-stop flight on record, and a speed of 
more than 100 miles per hour was main- 
tained. The longest previous non-stop 
flight was the crossing of the Atlantic 
ocean by John Alcock and Arthur Ww. 
Brown on June 4, 1919, from Nova Scotia 
to Ireland, a distance of 1,930' miles. 

A wave of indignation has swept over 
the country among the flying enthusiasts 
due to the fact that the existing rules of 
the Federation Aeronautique Internation- 
ale will not allow the world record made 
by the Army airmen, Lts. John A. Mac- 
ready and Oakley G. Kelly, in their non- 
stop flight from New York to San Diego 
to stand. The Army airmen were penal- 
ized because long distance straight-away 
flying is possible in_this country without 
crossing a border. It is believed that at 
the next session of the Federation this 
rule will be amended. 

Among the many congratulatory _tele- 
grams received was this from President 
Harding: 

Accept my most cordial congratulations on 
the success of your record-making non-stop 
coast-to-coast flight successfully completed to- 
day. You have written a new chapter in the 
triumphs of American aviation. 

Maj. Gen. Patrick, Chief of the Army 
Air Service, sent the following telegram: 

I extend to you most hearty congratula 
upon your successful competition of world’s 
record non-stop flight from New York to San 
Diego. This flight is viewed with pride by all 
Air Service officers and brings to this country 
increased prestige in the world of aeronautics. 
It is the fruit of a determined and courageous 
effort of which you both may be justly proud. 

Col. Franklin R. Kenny, formerly U.S. 
A., presented Lts. Kelly and Macready 
with $5,000 which he had won on a wager, 
that they would not be successful 

Physical examination by Flight Surg. 
I. M. Fields showed both men to be in 
first-class physical condition, despite the 
arduous trip. 

During the first hour of the flight the 
Liberty motor did not attain its full power, 
and Lt. Macready during the flight took 
off a switch and replaced it with a new 
one, which enabled the flyers to increase 
their altitude rapidly from the 400 feet at 
which they had been flying since the start. 
This was the only mechanical trouble ex- 
perienced on the trip. 

In speaking of the trip to a representa- 
tive of the Associated Press, Lt. Macready 
stated that from the moment the engine 
trouble was regulated the flight became a 
pleasant prospect to them. “The Liberty 
motor,” said Lt. Macready, “was kept op-

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- Special Washington Service News Letter

HE committee of the General Staff 

appointed by the Secretary of War 

to revise Special Regulations No. 
43 for Reserve officers has agreed upon all 
the important questions involved in the 
revision. Its work was virtually closed 
this week when it decided to recommend 
the establishment of an eligible list for 
general officers in the Reserve Corps. 

The committee, in effect, has elaborated 
the original text of Special Regulations 
No. 43. It has also eliminated a number 
of provisions of the present regulations 
which have been found to be objectionable 
and to retard the growth of the corps with- 
out increasing its efficiency. The new 
regulations in a great many respects will 
increase the requirements for the Officers’ 
Reserve Corps. At the same time they 
raise the standard for the corps, and it 
will mean more to hold a commission un- 
der the new regulations than under the 
old. <A better illustration of this cannot 
be made than the recommendations which 
the committee will make relative to gen- 
eral officers. 

When the Senate committee had under 
consideration legislation for the reorgani- 
zation of the Army which eventually re- 
sulted in the enactment of the National 
Defense act, Col. (now Brig. Gen.) John 
McA. Palmer was ealled before it. The 
committee had indicated that it would not 
report out the bill that had been submit- 
ted by the War Department. ‘This is the 
bill which is frequently referred to as the 
March bill, Gen. Peyton C. March having 
been Chief of Staff at the time. 

Gen. Valmer outlined the plan for the 
Army of the United States, which was 
along the lines of the study that had been 
made by the General Staff, but had been 
disapproved by Gen. March. In _ the 
course of his testimony, Gen. Palmer out- 
lined a doctrine by which Reserve offi- 
cers should be made eligible for the gen- 
eral officer grades. He illustrated it by 
an algebraic equation, declaring that offi- 
cers, Whether they were in the Regular 
Army or Reserve, should depend upon the 
demonstrated ability to command for ad- 
vancement. In expressing its approval of 
the policy the Senate committee asked for 


the detail of Gen. Palmer to assist in 
writing the bill. 
Now the General Staff committee, in 


the revision of the regulations, is attempt- 
ing to put this doctrine into effect. Curi- 
ously enough, by a recent action of the 
General Staff, demonstrated ability to 
command is being emphasized in the Reg- 
ular Army. This is through the establish- 
ment of the command roster for colonels 
in the Regular Army. 


Rotation in Command 


HE recommendations of the committee 

of the General Staff on the revision of 
the Regulations No. 43 are in accord with 
the policy of the command roster of the 
Regular Army. While a command roster 
is not to be kept for the grades below col- 
onel, it is the announced policy of the 
Department to rotate officers in the lower 
grades in the command of troops. 

The General Staff committee, in its ree- 
ommendations, proposes to create a list of 
qualified officers for the appointment to 
the grade of general officer of the line. 
This list is to be prepared and revised 
annually by a board of not less than five 
Seneral officers of the line of the Army of 
the United States. When the name of 
an officer is placed on this list it will re- 
main on it for five years, unless sooner 
Temoved for cause. The list is to be made 
up from the present and former colonels 
and general officers of the Army of the 
United States. 

Before an officer’s name is placed upon 
Such a list he must qualify by passing a 
thorough written and practical examina- 
tion, which will be prepared at the Com- 
ne and General Staff School under the 
Thief of Staff of the Army. An officer 
also may qualify by successfully complet- 
rr the course of instruction at this school.

Legislators to Visit Camps 


ROM the responses to Gen. Pershing’s 

letter, quite a number of Senators and 
Members will visit the training camps 
this summer. Gen. Pershing has taken 
the trouble to write every member of the 
Senate and House a letter urging them to 
inspect the camps during the summer. He 
is anxious that Congress itself should be 
fully advised as to the character of work 
that the Army is doing’ in the camps. 
When the letters are received at the War 
Department they are sent out to the vari- 
ous corps area commanders. The corps 
area commanders are instructed to ar- 
range to receive the members of Congress 
and afford them every opportunity to look 
into the work. 


Discussing Power of Comptroller General 


. ‘THE legal battle between the War and 


Navy Departments on one side and the 
Comptroller General on the other has by 
no means reached its final stage. While 
the War and Navy Departments have al- 
ways been in the forefront of the battle 
and will probably continue so, the other 
departments are ag vitally interested. 

Under the Comptroller General’s plan, 
he would become more than the paymaster 
general for all the Services. By a series 
of his own decisions he has been gradu- 
ally extending his authority until it is 
now asserted that he is prepared to exer- 
cise more administrative power than even 
the President, who is the head of the Ex- 
ecutive Department. 

The matter has reached a stage at 
which it is asserted that the legal authori- 
ties of all the Executive Departments 
have been called upon to look into the law 
under which the Comptroller General’s 
office was created. ‘The question is being 
asked as to just what function the Comp- 
troller General is supposed to exercise. 
Is he part of the Executive Department 
or is he an agent of Congress? Such ques- 
tions as “Has Congress exceeded its au- 
thority in creating the Comptroller Gen- 
eral?’ are being asked. 

It has not yet been determined what 
steps will be taken to prevent the Comp- 
troller General from usurping the admin- 
istrative duties of the Secretary of War 
and the Secretary of the Navy. However, 
it can be asserted on the highest authority 
that the matter will be brought to an is- 
sue in the not distant future. 

It may come up in the courts. An in- 
nocent little case not involving over $300 
or $400 may be the means of deciding just 
whst authority Congress gave the Comp- 
troller General. Of course, there is a limit 
to the authority which even Congress can 
give the Comptroller General. Congress 
eannot, without amendments to the Consti- 
tution, take administrative duties away 
from the Executive Department and give 
them to the Comptroller General. There 
are certain duties which are vested in the 
President, and delegated by him to the 
Executive Department, which Congress 
nant confer upon the Comptroller Gen- 
eral. 

Some of the highest legal authorities on 
the subject are of the opinion that either 
the Comptroller General is exceeding his 
authority or the very act creating his of- 
fice is unconstitutional. Of course, if 
some member of the military or naval 
establishment should go into the courts 
and test the constitutionality of the act 
creating the Comptroller General’s office 
the whole question would be brought to a 
final issue. If the court should decide 
that the act creating the office was uncon- 
stitutional, the Comptroller General would 
lose his position and the old law for a 
Comptroller of the Treasury would be in 
effect. 

The refusal of the authorities in the 
War and Navy Departments to discuss 
the subject, or even give out communica- 
tions which it is stated have been sent to 
the Comptroller General, is only a lull in 
the storm. The real drive against the 
Comptroller General is to come later. It 
is stated that the authorities in the War 
and Navy Departments are determined 
not to submit to the plans of the Comp- 
troller General for the extension of his 
authority. They are under the impression 
that the Comptroller General is now only 
laying a foundation for a further exten- 
sion of his authority, and they propose to 
act before this takes place. 


HE entire fleet, known officially as 

the United States Fleet, will be 

mobilized in the Atlantic Ocean 
during the months of January, February 
and March. Aside from the decision to 
base the entire fleet on Culebra Island 
near Porto Rico during the big war. exer- 
cises, the program for these months has 
not been arranged. One of the new fea- 
tures of the next maneuvers will be the 
mobilization of a brigade of Marines with 
the fleet. 

With a force of Marines, some interest- 
ing problems in making landings will be 
worked out. When Adm. Coontz assumes 
command of the fleet, the work of arrang- 
ing for the next joint maneuvers will be 
inaugurated. It is understood that the 
General Board is already studying the 
problem that will be the chief objective of 
the maneuvers. With this study Adm. 
Coontz will consult the officers on the 
fleet, and by the time the fleet is all mo- 
bilized in the Atlantic the program will 
be fully worked out. 


Adm. Sims Criticizes Navy Department 


REAR ADM. WILLIAM S. SIMS, U.S. 

N., retired, is quoted in an interview 
in the Boston Transcript of May 8 as 
criticizing the Navy Department for ap- 
pointing officers of the Navy who are not 
graduates of the Naval War College to the 
highest offices in the Navy. A brief quo- 
tation from the extensive interview, which 
takes up some two columns of the Trans- 
cript, follows: 

“In my opinion, the attitude of the Navy 
Department toward the Naval War Col- 
lege has long been a crime. The appoint- 
ment of an officer who is not a graduate 
of the War College to be commander-in- 
chief of the great United States Fleet is 
a crime against the people of this coun- 
try, and so is the appointment of a non- 
graduate to the most important position in 
the Navy Department, that of Chief of 
Naval Operations. 

“Appointment of an officer lacking this 
training to be head of the Naval Acade- 
emy at Annapolis is nothing less than a 
scandal. ‘There never has been a War 
College man in that position. .-. . 

“More than half of the offiters given 
preference in the transfers recently an- 
nounced and to take effect this summer 
are not graduates of the War College. 
The Service is disgusted with the situa- 
tion, disgusted that the same old game of 
Service politics is being played. It be- 
lieves that the best place is a seat next 
the dealer in Washington. Personal in- 
fleunce brings greater rewards than War 
College training. Making bureau chiefs 
of officers who lack this training is an ex- 
tremely serious matter.” 

The War College, the admiral said, gave 
the officers training ‘‘in the application of 
those doctrines which enable widely sep- 
arated elements of a great fleet to co-oper- 
ate as a single team and which enable the 
commander to make sound, tactical de- 
cisions in time—that is, before the enemy 
ean seize the initiative.” 
~This sweeping attack against the policy 
of the Navy Department brought from the 
Secretary of the Navy an expression of 
profound surprise. The Secretary said: 
“I find it hard to believe that Adm. Sims 
made the statement attributed to him. I 
cannot believe that any officer would show 
such utter disloyalty to the Service.” 

The statement which Adm. Sims is said 
to have made is plainly an attack on the 
Secretary of the Navy for appointing 
Adm. Coontz commander-in-chief of the 
United States Fleet. Yet Adm. Coontz 
was highly praised and recommended for 
flag command by Adm. Sims in a letter 
which he sent to the then Secretary Dan- 
iels on Jan. 15, 1919. Adm. Sims’s list 
included Dunn, Knapp, Rodman, C. §8. 
Williams, Plunkett, Coontz, Bullard and 
Andrews. Of these only C. S. Williams, 
Plunkett, Coontz and Andrews are now 
on the active list. A scanning of the 
assignments recently made by the Sec- 
retary might indicate that the Secretary 
had read Adm. Sims’s letter before he 
made his selections. Adm. Sims might 
easily claim, by referring to his letter to 
Secretary Daniels, that he had recom- 
mended Adm. Coontz for commander-in- 
chief of the Fleet. Rear Adm. C. 8. Wil- 
liams, who is detailed as president of the 
War College, was also on Adm. Sims’s 
list. Adm. Plunkett, who is due for shore 
service, is given the New York Navy Yard 
and Adm. Andrews becomes commander of 


the force in European waters with the 
rank of vice admiral. Surely Adm. 
Coontz is as well qualified now to 
the Fleet after a highly successful tour 
duty as Chief of Naval Operations, as he 
was in Jan. 15, 1919, when he was given 
such a strong endorsement by Adm. Sims. 
Yet it is admitted that there is some 
sound doctrine in Adm. Sims’s statement, 
despite the fact that he indulged in per- 
sonalities instead of making the statement 
that more weight should be given to the 
Naval War College instruction in mak- 
ing assignments. The present adminis- 
tration has acknowledged this in the re- 
cent steps that have been taken to co- 
ordinate the entire educational system of 
the Navy. It has also established a junior 
course at the War College and a division 
in the Navy Department to supervise and 
co-ordinate the education of the Navy. It 
is insisted at the Navy Department that 
Admiral Sims would have rendered:a re 
service to the Navy if his criticisms had 
been constructive instead of destructive.

The activities of the mid- 
shipmen who have rich parents, in this re- 
spect, is creating discontent among 
sons of parents of moderate means.

Investigating Pacific Naval Base 


AND there is to be another Congres- 
sional investigation of the Pacific 
coast naval bases. Members of the Naval 
Committee of the House will leave New 
York July 16 on the Chaumont; and it is 
understood will visit all of the principal 
bases on the Pacific coast. : 
Of course, Mare Island and Alameda 
will be the storm center again of the Pa- 
cifie coast naval base controversy. A joint 
Congressional committee composed of 
members of the Senate and House con- 
ducted an investigation with extended 
hearings about three years ago.

Philippine Independence

If the cables are correct, Gen. Wood has 
located the channels through which the 
taxes upon the Islands are being expend- 
ed. No one around Washington could no- 
tice that the movement was making any 
progress. Congress as a whole appeared 
to be willing to let weil enough alone in 
the Islands, since Gen. Wood has begun to 
straighten out its finances. To a good 
many hard-headed Congressmen, Mexico, 
across the border, is an lesson 
which they apply to the Philippine Islands. 
They are of the opinion that Mexico is 
better prepared for self-government 
are the Philippine Islands, and she is not 
making a very good job out of it. With 
the scandal that is developing now in the 
Philippine independence movement, Con- 
gress is likely to lose all faith in the 
ability of the Philippine leaders to give 
the Islands an efficient and honest gov- 
ernment. 
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Interpretations 
Of Pay Act 


In Taree Parts.—Part I. 


WwitH this issue the ARMy AND Navy 
JouRNAL begins the publication of 
the Comptroller General's decisions on the 
Pay Adjustment act of June 10, 1922. An 
effort is made in this to clear up some 
confusion that exists in the Services as to 
the action of the Comptroller General. 
In the larger type text as printed be- 


low are the summaries of the rights, under 
each section heading, which it was pre- 
sumed have been given the Services under 
the bill. In the smaller type are given 
brief statements of the items considered 
by the Comptroller General and the effect 
of his decision. 


SECTION 1. 


Pars. 1 to 8. These paragraphs provide 
fer payment to the Regular Services by 
periods of service, prescribe base pay for 
such periods, and designate the persons 
entitled to pay of each.

WARRANT officers to the number of 

thirty-one have had no foreign ser- 
vice, while there are twenty-eight war- 
rant officers who have had less than one 
year of foreign duty. Those of this grade 
who have served on foreign station for 
two or more years should not expect to 
be assigned to foreign duty for some time, 
as the normal operation of the foreign 
service roster of the warrant officers will 
have first to absorb the above mentioned 
personnel.

sibility of error seemed to be reduced to a 
minimum. Some of his most striking con- 
clusions—and they are representative and 
not garbled extracts torn from their con- 
text—are worth quoting: 

A single rating will only rarely locate a per- 
son within his proper “fifth” of the entire 
scale. A single rating on any one of the com- 
monly used types of scales will have a probable 
error of at least ten points on a scale of 100 
ae) and hence be practically valueless (xii, 

A single rating of character on any judg. 
ment scale is invalid and of little practical 
value (xii, 436). 

Any one rating se’ected at random may be 
a@ very unrelitble estimate of an officer's true 
rating (xii, 487). 

The chances cannot be more than four to one 
that any rating will be within fourteen points 
of the person’s true rating (xii, 488) 

Apparently one might as well have numbered 
his men and assigned ratings by drawing balls 
from a bag as to rate as was done in July, 
1918 (xiii, 41). 

These conclusions were arrived at by 
comparing the ratings given individuals 
and other performances of those same in- 
dividuals which might be taken as in- 
dices of the qualities on which the ratings 
were made. For instance, they were 
checked against the results of the intelli- 
gence tests, against rapidity of advance- 


ment in ante-bellum civil pursuits, against 


promotions secured in the Army, against 
results of their training camp candidature, 
against every incident that was available 
and that would seem to show what the 
man’s real performances were as distinct 
from what the rating officer thought his 
performances might be. 

There was the case of Captain X, with 
a remarkably iow rating; and yet just 
previously he had been selected as a 
Rhodes scholar on the basis of “all round 
ability.” (xiii, 37). Actually when all the 
comparisons were made and subjected to 
statistical methods, there was found to be 
a correlation of only 0.05 between the 
July, 1918, ratings and real performanees 
-—that is, no correlation at all. A correla- 
tion of 1.00 means that the one set of data 
is an absolute guide to the other set. A 
correlation of —1.00 means that one set is 
an absolute, but inverse, guide to the other 
set. A correlation of zero—which is what 
the 0.05 practically was—means that there 
is no semblance of connection or corre- 
spondence, that the ratings of the qualities 
were no indication at all of qualities which 
had been independently evidenced. 

It was immediately apparent that some- 
thing must be done. So careful instruc- 
tions went forth. Technique was im- 
proved. And on a later set of ratings the 
correlations rose to 0.15. Yet, even that 
is very slight. At the same time it was 
decided to determine what was the cause 
of error. So three separate groups were 
rated by several individuals, and then the 
ratings averaged. The result was a dis- 
tinct rise in correlation.

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General Bullard 
Reviews 71st N.Y. 


HE Tist Infantry, N.Y.N.G., under 

* command of Col. J. H. Wells, was re- 
viewed in its armory in New York city on 
May 2 by Maj. Gen. Robert IL. Bullard, 
U.S.A. This most excellent exhibition, 
which was among the best seen in any 
armory this season, was also witnessed by 
Maj. Gen. Charles 8S. Farnsworth, U.S.A., 
Chief ef Infantry, and other well known 
officers. How impressive the event was is 
best told in the language of Gen. Bullard, 
who in some remarks to the officers of the 
regiment in the colonel’s room after the 
military exercises said, in part:

National Guard Notes 


ACCORDING to the official figures of 

the Militia Bureau of the War De- 
partment, the aggregate strength of the 
National Guard as of March 31, 1923, was 
159,286 officers and men. Of this num- 
ber 109,844 are composed of division 
troops, 12,721 of corps troops, 11,643 Cav- 
alry division and 2,476 of other troops, 
1,510 of G.H.Q. Reserve troops, 1348 
special allotment troops, 6,895 of fixed 
coast defense troops and 954 of state staff 
troops. The first five states having the 
largest enrollment are New York, 20,224; 
Pennsylvania, 12,053; Massachusetts, 8,- 
527; Ohio, 8,178, and Texas, 7,585.

Chinese Bandits — 
Hold Americans 


T last accounts the Chinese govern- 

ment was making every effort to res- 
cue the foreign citizens robbed and kid- 
napped by some 1,000 or more Chinese 
bandits from the Shanghai-Pekin express 
train, near Suchow, on Shantung 
penmsula on the night of May 6. The 
government promptly agreed to the de- 
mands of the United States, Great Britain, 
Italy and other powers whose subjects are 
held captive, to pay whatever ransoms 
are required to secure the safe return of 
the captives. Definite information is still 
lacking as to their condition. 

Among the Americans held captive are 
Maj. Roland W. Pinger, Ord. Dept., U.S. 
A., and his eldest son, Roland, jr., aged 
seven years, and Maj. Robert A. Allen, 
Med. Corps, U.S.A., and son, Robert, jr. 

One British and one American civilian 
are reported to have been killed, and fears 
are entertained that other lives among the 
prisoners may be lost. 

Mrs. R. H. Pinger, wife of Maj. Pinger, 

U.S.A., and Mrs, R. A. Allen, ‘wile of 
Maj. Allen, U.S.A., who were among the 
passengers robbed and taken prisoner by 
the bandits, are now safe in Tientsin, un- 
hurt but greatly exhausted and upset 
their experience with the bandits. Mrs. 
Pinger’s youngest son, four years old, ar- 
rived with her. 
_ Mrs. Pinger and Mrs. Allen, after be- 
ing robbed and made prisoner, were sep- 
arated from their husbands and, clad bs 
in their night clothes, in the cold night, 
were forced to stagger along over the 
rough country with other hostages for 
some two miles, when they fell completely 
exhausted and their captors left them be- 
hind. ‘They finally made their way to a 
village, whose lights they saw in the dis- 
tance, and were given aid by a train crew 
of the wrecked express. 

Chinese troops, according to the Asso- 
ciated Press accounts, pursued the ban- 
dits to their stronghold in the mountains 
and fired on them.: The bandits, accord- 
ing to some reports, used some of the 
prisoners as shields. 

Vinally the bandit leader sent Mr. C. 
G. Jacobson, an engineer for the British- 
American Tobacco Co., who is among the 
prisoners, to the Chinese troops with a 
request to cease firing or the captives, he 
said, would be killed. The bandit chief 
also sent demands for the ransom of the 
prisoners. The bandits, who it is believed 
are former Chinese soldiers, demanded a 
year’s pay, it is stated. Other prisoners, 
it is said, wrote messages to the comman- 
der of the Chinese troops giving the terms 
of the bandit chief. 

Whether the wrecking of the train, the 
robbing of its passengers and holding them 
as hostages was a political plot for the 
purpose of forcing intervention, or sim- 
ply a clever move to rob and secure ran- 
som, is not clear. : 

There are some 4,000 foreign troops at 
Tientsin in addition to officers that are 
available, and others could be quickly 
rushed there.

Reducing Number Reserve 
Officers for Camp Details 


S the result of the failure of Congress 

to appropriate for rental allowances, 
the number of Reserve officers which it 
was planned to call for the training camps 
will be reduced. This is due to the fact 
that while Congress passed legislation cor- 
recting the effect of the Comptroller Gen- 
eral’s decision which deprived Reserve offi- 
cers of rental allowances, it did not make 
provision for the payment of the allow- 
ances. 

It is not known at the War Department 
just what will be the total reduction, as 
the matter is entirely in the hands of the 
corps area commanders. Roughly speak- 
ing, $95,200 was allotted to each corps 
area commander for the Reserve officers’ 
camps. As the budget was originally ar- 
ranged, the average cost of maintaining a 
Reserve officer at the training camp for a 
fifteen-day period was $106. ‘The rental 
allowance increases this cost to about 
$136. As a consequence there will be a 
reduction of from 25 to 30 per cent. in 
the number of Reserve officers that are to 
be sent to the camps. A number of corps 
area commanders are working this out by 
abandoning the plan of calling staff offi- 
cers to the War Department and corps 
area headquarters for a short period of 
study, as in the case of the 3d Corps Area 
noted in this paper May 5. Only officers 
who attend training camps will be allowed 
by most of the corps area commanders. 


Twenty-third U.S. Infantry’s 
War-Torn Colors Retired 


HE colors carried by the 23d Infantry, 

U.S.A., in the World War were retired 
on May 1, 1923, at Fort Sam Houston, 
Texas, with solemn and impressive cere- 
mony. 

Bearing memories of Chateau-Thierry, 
St. Mihiel, Blanc Mont and the Argonne, 
they were placed beside the other banners 
of the 23d which tell of Gettysburg, Antie- 
tam, the Wilderness, the Little Big Horn 
and Manila. 

The 23d accorded to the retiring colors 
the highest honors prescribed by Regula- 
tions—the Escort to the Colors. The reg- 
iment, drawn up in line at present arms, 
saw the color company, Co. ©, bear the 
new emblems with the new coat of arms 
of the regiment in front of the retiring 
colors, and replace them in the formation, 
while the old colors were escorted to the 
place of honor at the regimental comman- 
der’s side, where they remained while the 
regiment passed in review. 

Battle streamers recently received show 
the 23d’s participation in Civil War en- 
gagements and include such historic bat- 
tles as Gettysburg, Antietam, the Wilder- 
ness, Chancellorsville and Petersburg, the 
Indian wars of the sixties, the taking of 
Manila in thé Spanish-American War, the 
battle of Manila in the Insurrection and 
Mallolos. In the World War the colors 
were present in every engagement of the 
division from Toulon-Troyon in March, 
1918, until the Armistice found them on 
the left bank of the Meuse in the Argonne.

As previously stated in these columns, 
among the arms included in the new regu- 
lations for qualification pay are the rifle, 
pistol, sword, bayonet, machine gun and 
bomb throwers. 


‘THE Cavalry School has procured a 

_slow motion picture film showing the 
gaits of the horse under saddle, in draught 
and in jumping, which will be used for 


instructional purposes at the school. This 
film of about 1,000 feet clearly shows the 
muscular movement of the horse when 
walking, trotting and at the lop. The 
reel will be shipped to the ool shortly. 
In addition to the film, there are about 
fifty slides depicting different positions of 
the horse. A lecture to accompany the 
pictures has been prepared. 


For about a year the Cavalry Board at 

Fort Riley has been conducting ex- 
tended experiments with the automatic 
pistol, caliber .45, model of 1911, with a 
view to improving it. The board recently 
made a number of recommendations to the 
War Department and the following altera- 
tions have been approved, to be made on 
pistols hereafter manufactured: (a) Clear- 
ance out for the fingers on the right hand 
side of the receiver; (b) an extension of 
the stock, or grip to the rear; (c) an ex- 
tension of the grip safety to protect hand 
in contact with the hammer in its re- 
tracted position; (d) narrowing of the 
trigger. 


‘THE Income Tax Regulations in so far 
as they alfect the personnel of the 
Army: are to be revised and published to 
the Services prior to Jan. 1, 1924. Brig. 
Gen. Kenzie W. Walker, Chief of Finance, 
will order a new and complete study of 
the existing laws and decisions on the 
subject, to determine whether there are 
any items now included in Circular 10 
which should not be subject to taxation 
or any items omitted which should be in- 
cluded therein. Suggestions from officers 
and enlisted men which are supported by 
arguments setting forth their views are 
invited, and they will be given careful 
consideration. It is expected that the 
study will involve a number of confer- 
ences with the different departments.

Making Up 
Command Roster 


About half the regimental command- 

ers will be due for relief on July 1, 
when the command roster is to go into 
effect. Under the roster regimental com- 
manders who have been on duty with an 
organization two years or over will be re- 
lieved by those who have had no duty in 
command of regiments. 

In all branches there are colonels with- 
out service as regimental commanders, 
These will all be marked as No. 1 on the 
command roster. It will be for the chief 
of the branch to select from those who 
are No. 1 on the list for duty with the 
regiments. Of course, in making assign- 
ments the matter of transportation and 
foreign service roster will be taken into 
consideration. Where an officer is due for 
foreign service in a year and at the same 
time is No. 1 on the command roster he 
will probably be ordered to a foreign sta- 


tion immediately in order to give him two 


years as commander of the same regiment. 
It is understood that the two years must 
be served as commander of the same or- 
ganization. Where there are two colon- 
els serving with the regiment, only the 
commander will be given credit.

ARMY MUTUAL AID ASSOCIATION. 


The following synopsis of the report of the 
executive committee of the Army Mutual Aid 
Association for the fiscal year 1922-23 is 
given in advance of the full report's publica- 
tion to the 3,000 members in May: F 

The Association made a net gain of 568, 
bringing the total to 2,769 during the past 
year, the acceptances, net gain and total mem 
bership being the highest recorded in the his- 
tory of the Association. The average age of 
members was shown to be 41.62. These fig- 
ures indicate a young average age for the 
Association, which augurs well for its future 
stability. Probably there is no insurance ass0- 
ciation in the world with a membership age 
as young as that of the Army Mutual, except- 
ing, of course, that of its sister Service, the 
Navy Mutual. The mortality during the year 
was 20.16 per 1,000 mean membership, which 
compares favorably with the record for pre 
vious years. : 

The work of the secretary-trasurer’s office 
was shown to have been considerably in 
creased during the past two years, owing t 
the increase in membership since the war and 
consequent additional correspondence, prepa 
ration of certificates, keeping account of 
monthly payments, etc. In spite of this fact, 
however, the per capita assessment for ex 
penses was lower than for last year. The 
secretary has undertaken, as part of the du- 
ties of his effice, assisting members’ families 
to establish pension claims. " 

The treasurer's report shows the Associa 
tion to be in good condition, the emergency 
reserve having increased in value over $65,000 
during the past year and no money having 
been drawn therefrom for any purpose. ae 
its organization the Association has paid ow 
over $3,000,000 in benefits.

Utah to Have Large Camp for 
Nat. Guard and Reservists 


CONSTRUCTION of a permanent camp 
for the accommodation of 5,000 troops 
for the summer training period of each 
year is planned for the military reserva- 
tion located at Jordan Narrows, Utah, ac- 
cording to an announcement of the com- 
manding officer, 9th Corps Area, who re- 
cently directed a survey of this reserva- 
tion.

The construction cost 
for this enterprise is estimated at $92,000. 

This reservation is twenty-one miles 
from Salt Lake City, and is an ideal loca- 
tion for training field artillery troops on 
account of the splendid range for artillery 
practice.

Improved Puttees 
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Opportunity Afforded by 
Summer Camps 


HE American people like to be 

“shown.” Practically always they 

respond when “shown.” The Navy 
has recently used its maneuvers in con- 
nection with the Panama Canal as a 
means of showing a large group of Con- 
gressmen and newspapermen that the 
Panama Canal is of vital importance if 
our fleet is to be used as a unit, either in 
the Patifie or in the Atlantic; that it is 
not adequately protected and that the fleet 
woefully lacks many of the essentials for 
battle efficiency. 

It is to be doubted if any Congressman 
who made this trip can honestly vote 
against the appropriations which will be 
asked for both by the Army and by the 
Navy, to remedy the defects so clearly ex- 
posed by this trip. 

The newspapermen all sent home long 
accounts of what they saw. Most of the 
papers with which they were connected 
published these accounts in full. Many 
syndicated the articles to other papers. 
Many commented editorialy upon the facts 
brought out. In other words, taking Con- 
gressmen and newspapermen on this trip 
undoubtedly has resulted in hundreds of 
thousands of Americans becoming educated 
with respect to the importance of the 
Panama Canal as an essential auxiliary to 
the proper use of our Navy in time of 
war. hey also have learned that the 
canal alone without an efficient Navy is 
valueless. Probably the first time the ma- 
jority of the people concerned have ever 
given the matter more than passing 
thought, if at all. 


Broaden Invitation to Camp Visitors 


‘THE summer season is approaching and 

with it the preparation for camps of 
all kinds in which the Regulars, the Na- 
tional Guard, the Orgariized Reserves, the 
Reserve Officers’ Training Corps and at- 


tendants upon the Citizens’ Military 
Training Camps will take part. 
These camps, of course, have great 


value from the point of view of military 
training and education. They can, how- 
ever, have a far greater value to the coun- 
try as a whole if they are used as a means 
of showing the average American, male 
and female, and particularly the latter, 
the non-existence of the bogeys of militar- 
ism, Prussianism and other hateful 
“isms” used by peat pacifists to 
frighten our people away from adequate 
national defense and leave us disarmed 
and therefore helpless in the midst of a 
world more disturbed than at any other 
time in history, at least since the Na- 
poleonic period. 


It is to be h that every effort will 


be made constantly to attract to the camps 


as visitors, free to go wherever they may 
please, talk to whomsoever they may see 
fit, the mass of the men and women of the 
communities from which units undergoing 
training happen to come. 

The pacifist carries on his campaign 
primarily among the women. The great- 
est strength of pacifism lies in women’s 
clubs and other organizations, particularly 
church organizations. The lists of these 
clubs and associations can easily be ob- 
tained. It is to be hoped they will be ob- 
tained and that every organization on the 
list will be especially invited to come to 
the nearest camp to see the conditions 
under which the men live, to examine the 
influences to which they are subjected, 
and to meet the instructors of the Regular 
Service. 


Lessons of Camp Discipline 


HEN these women see the orderly 

manner in which the men and boys 
have to keep their tents, the bunks made 
just so, the shoes neatly in line and prop- 
erly cleaned underneath, the lanterns 
filled and cleaned, the clothing neatly ar- 
ranged, undoubtedly the majority not only 
will want their sons to attend, but would 
give a good deal if they could put their 
husbands through a similar course of neat- 
ness. 

When they see the clean mess tents and 
kitchens, the care with which food is pre- 
pared and the efforts made to have it 
wholesome and attractive as well as cheap, 
they will wish that they had had training 
similar to that given Army cooks and 
mess sergeants, and that the Government 
would establish camps for their daughters. 

When they see the general sanitary ar- 
rangements of the camp, the great care ex- 
ercised to insure the maximum of good 
health and the minimum chance of dis- 
ease, they will realize that the sanitary 
conditions obtaining in the average Amer- 
ican community, high as they may be, in 
many respects are still a long way from 
what they would be if every citizen were 
ineuleated with the desire to maintain the 
standard insisted upon by the Army. 

When they see the care taken with re- 
spect to the physical development of ‘every 
boy ‘they will realize that in spite of the 
many advances in physical culture in our 
schools and colleges none of them can com- 
pare with the Army for producing the 
greatest good for the greatest number in 
this Tespect. 

When they see the pains taken to teach 
self-discipline, respect for the rights of 
others, respect for law, and loyalty to the 
Constitution of the United States, in other 
words, all the essentials of good citizen- 
ship, they will realize that being a good 
soldier or officer in the Army of the Uni- 
ted State is synonymous with being a 
good citizen. 

When they meet the non-commissioned 
officers and officers of the Regular Army 
they will realize that they are typical 
Americans with the same desires, motives, 
beliefs as the average American every- 
where, and not some strange, imported 
species brought here for the purpose of 
corrupting our people into embarking upon 
a career of world conquest by force of 
arms. 


Training for Nation’s Defense 


i all camps last year demonstrations 

were held showing the capabilities of 
and proper way to use the various weap- 
ons. It would be an excellent thing if 
this year demonstrations could be held to 
show the civilian visitor, and particularly 
the women, that lack of training inevitably 
means greater casualty lists—both because 
of foolish exposure which gives the enemy 
better targets and_ ineffective use of 
weapons—with relatively slight damage 
to the enemy and consequently greater and 
more effective use of his weapons. 

The summer camps afford a great op- 
portunity for the Army to “show” the 
American people that military training in 
the hands of our professional soldiers, 
backed up by the civilians who believe in 
adequate national defense, makes for good 
Americanism in every sense, and there- 
fore the antithesis of that militarism which 
many of them dread. 

Here is the opportunity to expose the 
‘great pacifist fallacy that it is arms and 
the knowledge of their use which makes 
for war. It is narrow-minded bigotry, in- 
ability to see that the motives of those 
who disagree with the theories of any 
group may be just as high or even higher 
than those of the group in question, in- 
tolerance and determination to make others 
accept willy nilly the point of view con- 
sidered “good for them”—all characteris- 
tie of our pacifists—which breed suspicion, 
hatred and the desire to use force to 
guard that liberty of thought, conscience 
and action euaranteed to us by the Con- 
stitution of the United States and more 
valuable than human suffering or life can 
ever be 


Feeling Against Pacifism 


T is gratifying to note the general 
| awakening throughout the country to 

the dangers of the activities of the 
radical societies such as the National 
Council for the Prevention of War, headed 
by Frederick J. Libby. This is being re- 
flected in the resolutions passed by the 
Reserve Officers’ associations, National 


Guard associations, American Legion posts, 
Veterans of Foreign Wars, D.A.R., minis- 
ters of the gospel, prominent labor leaders, 
patriotic societies, and others. 

Up to a few weeks ago the radicals who 
were making a drive against the Armv 
and Navy were able to mask as economists 
and attracted under their banner some pa- 
triotic men and women who were feeling 
the burden of taxation, and who did not 
realize the true situation. Most of this 
tax burden was due to the unpreparedness 
of the country for the World War, but the 
radicals by the manipulation of statistics 
relative to the expenses of the Govern- 
ment created the impression that it was 
all being expended upon the Army and 
Navy. This was done by the deceptive 
use of the expression “cost of wars past 
and future.” In a great many pronounce- 
ments from the pacifists the word “past” 
was dropped out and the expenses of all 
pensions, soldiers’ compensation and re- 
habilitation were charged to the Army and 
Navy. 

Secretary of War Weeks saw the dan- 
gers of this pacifist propaganda some 
months ago. In a number of addresses 
he exposed the fallacy of the arguments 
of the radicals. Aside from this, he per- 
mitted Army officers, when called upon, 
to discuss the subject. ‘The Secretary, in 
conducting his investigation, discovered 
not only that the Libby organization was 
misrepresenting the expenses of the Gov- 
ernment, but that it was associated with 
organizations which would destroy the 
government. 

The movement did not confine itself to 
an effort to destroy the Army and Navy, 
but included the National Guard and Cici- 
zens’ Military Training Camps in its pre- 
gram. The country at large began to real- 
ize the truth of the statements of the See- 
retaries of the Army and the Navy when 
the people observed how dangerously near 
the radicals came to abolishing the Na- 
tional Guard of Wisconsin through the 
bills proposed in the Wisconsin Legisla- 
ture. There were movements in a num- 
ber of other states in the same direction, 
as well as a concerted effort among so-cial- 
ists, communists and radicals of every 
type against preparedness. 

Now the country appears to be in a 
measure realizing the dangers frum tie 
radicals and, furthermore, tninking mem- 
bers of the next Congress will know from 
what source many of the anti-Army and 
Navy resolutions come. 


66 HE United States would not 
long exist as a free nation with- 
out an adequate defense on land 

and sea, and a comprehensive plan for 

promptly rallying all the resources of the 
country in support of the Regular Army 
and Navy. Army officers and others who 
assist in pointing out the fallacy of the 
pacifists’ dream are to be commended for 
their public spirit,” says the Helena 
(Mont.)

Voice of the Service 








successfully our regiments when they re- 
turn from. detached service. 

Detached duties now demand high abili- 
ties and activity; as proof of this one has 
but to read the names of the colonels who 
have been or now are on detached service. 
Since the close of the war they have been 
selected because of their high records, long 
service and willingness to accept respon- 
sible duties of prime importance to the 
country. 

From earliest commissioned service offi- 
cers are trained to become commanders. 
Detached service does not advance a colonel 
as a commander; he should be returned to 
command, in his own branch, as often as 
reasonable rotation will permit. It is also 
true, these days, that every colonel should 
have experience on detached service; it is 
broadening. 

Colonels are rated according to their 
qualifications as commanders. How ean 
au detached colonel, or one attached to a 
regiment as second in command after do- 
ing his tour on detached service, show 
these qualities? In neither case can any 
superior justly or even intelligently rate 
such a colonel in commandership qualities, 
for the colonel so situated has no chance 
to show them. Any superior now trying 
to rate such a colonel (detached or at- 
tached) would blindly have to hazard a 
guess. The superior who has to make out 
such an efficiency report does not, very 
frequently. even know the past history or 
record of the colonel he is rating and does 
not himself know (and has never had a 
chance to observe) whether the colonel he 
is trying to rate ever commanded anything, 
and if he did command anything, how suc- 
cessful he was as such. Active, indepen- 
dent command is the one way. 

Full opportunity, therefore, should come 
to every colonel, as often as service condi- 
tions will allow, if he be a line officer. I 
have read your last article on this new 
policy, showing that now an outcry is be- 
ing heard that “regiments will suffer” by 
this rotation; one is inclined to feel this 
cry springs from those who do not desire 
detached service: the ery seems a bit self- 
important. Outfits will not suffer. Rota- 
tion every two years means rotation among 
efficient colonels, the only kind we now 
have in the line. DETACHED.

Conservatism in business operations has 
been the keynote of the majority of large in- 
dustrial concerns throughout the present period 
of prosperity. While consumption has been on 
a large scale, in fact larger than production, 
and higher prices have been brought about, the 
lesson of 1919-20 was so well learned that few 
were willing to expand plant capacity and in- 
ventories. This attitude has been well known, 
and when production reached plant and labor 
capacity there was little prospect of any fur- 
ther gain. It could have been assumed that 
demand would continue to hold or increase and 
new buildings constructed and new machinery 
installed, but rather than assume the risk, 
leaders have decided to fill what orders pos- 
sible with present facilities and allow the re- 
mainder to go by the board. 

As &@ consequence, when announcement came 
last March that the steel industry was oper- 
ating at practically 100 per cent. capacity, that 
the woolen industry had sold out its prospect- 
ive fall production, that the motor car industry 
was protean at the height of its ability, se- 
curity prices from an analytical standpoint had 
discounted all there was to discount and the 
best that could be hoped was for them to hold 
a level representing capacity production. 


High-priced or Low-priced Industrials. 


Advices have been given in this column on 
many occasions recently to dispose of high- 
priced industrial stocks and substitute either 
railroad shares or low-priced industrials which 
have been held back for one reason or another. 
There was no way of determining when a gen- 
eral realization of the situation would come to 
investors and speculators and selling take 
place, and it required the announcement that 
building in some lines was to be curtailed and 
also that wholesale distribution was ans 
before it was realized the market had reache 
its peak on its current movement. 


Upward Movements Checked. 


On the other hand, there have been many 
whol devel nts within the last month. 
Prices have been checked in their upward 
movement on the average, with more declines 
taking place than advances. Competitive buy- 
ing for future delivery also shows a tendency 
to quiet down. Credit conditions are satisfac- 
tory and the fear of an advance in the redis- 
count rate by the Federal Reserve banks has 
died out for the time being. All of this means 
a saner prospect and less likelihood of killing 
the goose that lays the golden egg. 

With production held down to a basis con- 
sistent with present demand and not increased 
to fill a prospective greater demand, and prices 
stabilized, there is no reason why business 
should not continue on its present scale for a 
protracted period of time. 





Outlook for 1923 Promising. 


On the whole the outlook for the balance of 
1923 is far more promising at this time than 
it was earlier in the year. There is no founda- 
tion for a bear market in securities and the 
reaction which has taken place brings prices 
down in line with actual values, so that a 
further drop in magnitude is improbable. With 
business continuing on a broad scale, confi- 
dence will be restored in the security market 
and buying no doubt resumed. 


Speculative Stocks. 


Holders who did not dispose of their specu- 
lative stocks at the high levels which prevailed 
two months ago should not sell at this time. 
They may not be able to get out at correspond- 
ing levels, but they very likely will be able to 
sell at higher than current levels later on. 

Purchasers coming into the market now 
would do best to select moderate priced indus- 
trial shares, such as American Steel Foundry, 
Central Leather, Maxwell Motors “A,” Gen- 
eral Motors, Owens Bottle and American Beet 
Sugar, rather than high priced stocks like 
Baldwin or United States Steel; or rails, such 
as Union Pacific, Southern Pacific, New York 
Central, Northern Pacific, Illinois Central, 
Achison, Chicago and Northwestern, Pennsyl- 
vania and Great Northern for income and St. 
Paul preferred, Frisco preferred, Erie first pre- 
ferred, Western Maryland second preferred, 
St. Louis and Southwestern and Chicago Great 
Western preferred for speculations. The cop- 
pers, such as Anaconda and Cerro de Pasco, 
are also attractive for the long pull.

MILES asks: A technical sergeant, M.D. (1) 
reduced March 31 to the grade of staff sergeant, 
M.D., under Cir. 275, W.D., is now serving 
in the same command with another staff ser- 
geant, M.D. (2) whose warrant dates back 
earlier than the warrant of the technical ser- 
geant who was reduced to staff sergeant. Who 
is the ranking staff sergeant? 

Answer: Number 2, by reason of his being 
is the ranking staff sergeant. 


senior, 
J. W. C. asks: Man is sentenced to dishon- 
orable discharge. Will he forfeit money he 


has on deposit with Q.M.? 

Answer: Yes, if discharged because of de- 
sertion; otherwise not. 

W. A. C. asks: Discharged sergeant April 
4, 1922; re-enlisted as sergeant April 5, 1922. 
My pay was $67.50. I have to date 20 years, 
3 months and 8 days. Am I entitled to five 
per cent. increase under old bill? Should my 
pay be $72.50 or $67.50 a month? 

Answer: The new bill governs, and you are 
entitled to $67.50. 

SGT. E. B.—Special Regulations 120 gov- 
erns in the property accountability question 
submitted. It would be advisable to have 
your company commander take the case up 
with the Ohief of Finance. This is a very 
complicated question and a specific case shcvld 
be made out of it. 

O. asks: (1) Inasmuch as the field 
clerks, U.S. Army, are not included in par. 3, 
A.R. 600-15, W.D., Oct. 27, 1921, is it the 
policy of the W.D., or simply the policy of the 
corps area commanders, that the warrant offi- 
cers be placed under the field clerks for duty 
at the various headquarters? (2) Par. 8-a, 
A.R. 600-15, says: ‘‘Aecording to the dates of 
rank stated in their warrants.’’ Does this 
mean the date the warrant was actually 
signed, which appears in the lower half of the 
warrant, or does it mean the date as stated in 
the upper half of the warrant? 

Answer: (1) This is a matter of local de- 
termination. (2) The date of rank is that 
shown on warrant in line immediately follow- 
ing the heading in caps: ‘‘A Warrant Officer 
in the Army of the United States.’’ 

EX-OFFICER asks: As a second lieutenant 
I commanded a company from August, 1917, 
to December, 1917, a total of four months. 
Took command of this company at Syracuse, 
N.Y., and was relieved at Demange, France. 
Am I entitled to the difference between the 
pay of a second lieutenant and a captain for 
the service rendered? 

Answer: Under decisions of the Comptroller 
General, no officer under such orders seems to 
have exercised higher command as would en- 
title him to the higher pay. 

G. 8S. C. asks: Enlisted Nov. 20, 1920, and 
now serving in grade of corporal, but will be 
reduced to private due to reduction of the 
Army, and through no fault of my own. Will 
I continue to draw $30 per month until my 
present enlistment expires, or will it revert 
back to $21 per month? 

Answer: We regret to inform you that you 
will be entitled to only $21 per month. 

W. H. S. asks: I served as a member of 
Legation Guard, Seoul, Korea, from Jan. 4, 
1904, to April 28, 1904. Will I be allowed 
to count this time as double in computing time 
for retirement? 

Answer: No, this time will not count as 
double time in computing time for retirement. 

PROTECTO.—Statutes require that ensigns 
and lieutenants (j.g.) of the line must serve 
three years in each grade before becoming 
eligible for promotion to next higher grade. 
Those provisions have been waived by Con- 
gress only until June 30, 1923. No Service 
requirement for promotion of lieutenants to 
lieutenant commander. Promotions to that 
grade are made to fill vacancies as they occur. 

D, G. asks: Will a soldier that served time 
in the guard house in the Philippines in 1909 
have to make up said time upon retirement? 

Answer: The Judge Advocate General of the 
Army has held that a man in the guard house 
is actually serving with his command, It 
would seem that this time would not have to 
be made up.
